VALE the Capes a Stage

Another season of summer theatre draws to an end on Cape Cod—the Silver Anni- 
versary-plus-one for the Cape Playhouse, Dennis. 


Summer stock has long since come of age as part and parcel of The Cape summer 
season. It is here to stay, as much at home as the cranberry scoop and the scallop drag- 
ger. It is a good thing, too. Summer theatre and Cape Cod have made one of those happy 
eae in which each derives benefit. Of such a union, let no one cast asunder 
ightly. 


Summer stock has been of tremendous benefit to the theatre because it has provided 
additional stimulus for the training and flowering of the players who make that theatre 
move. At just that season when the metropolitan stages slow down or close down, sum- 
mer stock takes up the slack, providing a most heartening opportunity for aspirants and 
arrivals alike to ply their trade. An added blessing is the vacation locale in which sum- 
mer stock plays, drawing the actors and actresses from the fretting hurly-burly of the 
cities to the rejuvenating atmosphere of places such as Cape Cod. 


The playwrights, as well as the players, owe much to summer stock. Many a Broad- 
way hit has received its trial and polishing on the summer circuit. Obviously, the more 
stages there are, the more plays have an opportunity of being played. All of which is a 
good thing for the theatre as a whole. The sum total of summer theatre’s contribution 
to the American stage has grown steadily. 


The benefits which have been brought to Cape Cod—which has played a pioneer as 
well as a leading roll in summer stock—also are many. The Cape as evolved over the 
years from a mercantile, fishing, whaling economy to a status where the vacation busi- 
ness is the principal source of native income. It is the mercantile, fishing and whaling 
that wrought the structure of the Cape Codder’s famous character, that provided the 
rich and valid traditions of The Cape. Those yesterdays were glorious ones, a main- 
spring of national glory. And when history began to pass them by there was much 
grumbling and sadness. It is always sad to see glory pass, yet it passes often, and the 
Cape is fortunate in that the glory was so strong that it left a tradition which can be 
invoked rightly to this day. 


The Cape was fortunate also in being blessed with a terrain which provided a suc- 
cessor economy—the vacation business. It is not ideal to have an economy based on in- 
tense activity two months out of the year. But such is reality and it does provide a 
springboard to the development of a year round economy. Summer stock has played 
a very important part in the Cape’s vacation economy. It has brought considerable in 
a financial way and it has brought a cultural contribution as well. Summer theatre has 
been one of the important attractions which have made the Cape a mecca for the tourist 
and the seasonal resident. 


If any proof were needed that summer theatre is an established and accepted phase 
of the Cape scene it can be found in the blase manner in which natives of summer 


ee 
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theatre towns such as Dennis accept the presence of Broadway and Hollywood stars in 
their midst. The most glamorous star merits only the slightest turn of the head. 


In all of this the contribution of The Cape Playhouse has been notable and distinc- 
tive. It has brought the best of Broadway and Hollywood for the entertainment of its 
avid followers over the years. Comedy, tragedy, musical comedy, old plays, new plays, 
polished playwrights and aspirants have all appeared on The Playhouse stage. I think 
a special tribute should be made to Richard Aldrich et al for this year introducing class- 
ical ballet to the local scene. 


They tell the story of the old Cape Cod storekeeper who rigged up an intricate sys- 
tem of mirrors and bells so that he could play cribbage in the back room with his cronies 
and be warned of customers entering his shop. In the midst of one particularly inter- 
esting game the bells tinkled and a glance at the mirror revealed to the storekeeper the 
presence of two prospective buyers out front. He groaned and raised a finger to his lips. 
“Ssssh, Joe,” he whispered, ‘maybe they’ll go away.” 


This typical Cape Cod story is completely un-typical of the attitude toward sum- 
mer stock. Welcome, they say, and see you next season.

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A BACKWARD GLANCE 


By RICHARD ALDRICH 


In early June a major portion of the 
nation’s legitimate theatre had literally 
begun to fold their tents and steal across 
the vast countryside in search of that 
very special audience that supports, each 
year, the summer theatre. 


It was anticipated that hundreds of 
playhouses would be weighted down with 
all grades of professional and amateur 
theatres. With the prediction that vaca- 
tion business was in for a good summer 
from Maine to the Poconos, summer thea- 
tres could logically look forward to ca- 
pacity business each and every week of 
the short-lived two month season. 


However all of this prophecy was not 
completely true. Many managers pointed 
to baseball, politics and television—three 
favorite national pastimes—that might 
gain the most important attention of the 
potential theatre patron. And they were 
only too embrailed in their own peculiar 
hazards. Star players and musicals made 
for high overheads. The two-month sea- 
son, with new shows every week admits 
for small error in seeding, cultivating and 
harvesting a continuing attendance. 


Summer theatre patrons might well be 
divided into two parts. The confirmed and 
the transient. The confirmed present no 
problems. Season after season they return 
faithfully attending each weekly attrac- 
tion on the specific night of their choos- 
ing. The week-ending husband must often 
be harried and cajoled into what in some 
instances may be a long drive, double 
parking in a jam packed country lane, 
and in some cases admission prices that 
may be painfully reminiscent of Broad- 
way. 

However on Cape Cod this was not and 
is not the case. In fact we may readily 
refute, and with good cause, most of the 
highly debatable issues presented by man- 
agers prior to the opening of the current 
season. The basis for our original premise 
can best be substantiated by the fact that 
on the Cape alone some 2,000 playgoers 
are nightly enjoying a thoroughly diver- 
sified evening’s entertainment at the Cape 
Playhouse in Dennis; the Cape Cod Music 
Circus in Hyannis; and the Falmouth 
Playhouse in Coonamessett. 


Those three national pastimes (baseball, 
politics, television) have had no startling 
effect on my box offices. The Falmouth 
Playhouse has had its best season in its 
four year history coupled with the fact 
that both the Cape Playhouse and Music 
Circus are considerably ahead of last 





year. Unquestionably the greatest prob- 
lem that confronts the tent musical is 
that of finding suitable material. It is 
only a matter of time before the “im- 
mortal operas” will have been revived to 
the point of exhaustion and we shall be 
faced with a steady audience decline un- 
less more musicals are released for sum- 
mer production. 


One particular instance in point con- 
cerning the box office response may best 
be illustrated by the recent Democratic 
Convention. At that time not only was 
the public supposedly grossly interested 
in the outcome of the convention but 
while the Cape was suffering its severest 
heatwave all three houses were playing 
to capacity audiences. An unusual inno- 
vation was holding forth at the Cape 
Playhouse where television was playing 
a histrionic role. That week marked the 
first time in the history of the theatre that 
an entire television cast had been trans- 
ported from the video stage to that of the 
legitimate stage. The attraction was of 
course the entire CBS-TV cast of “Mama” 
which has now become a legend. 


The summer theatre as it stands today 
has in general a marked uneven trend. 
No theatre can produce ten superlative 
attractions in one season as few Broad- 
Way producers can possibly present say 
four hits in a row. Furthermore from the 
first moment a play is announced until 
the final curtain, chance becomes the co- 
producer. No matter who the star or the 
author, no matter how perfect the pro- 
duction, no prediction can be certain. 

There is no question that the summer 
theatres today are undergoing a change 
in audience. In fact playgoers are in close 
proximity to 42nd Street patrons inasmuch

descendant of Queen Victoria’s Prime 
Minister. A few years later at the death 
of her father-in-law her husband suc- 








ceeded him as the fifth baronet and Beat- 
rice Lillie became Lady Peel. 


But if the title was expected to change 
Bea Lillie, the actress, it didn’t. By this 
time she had already made her American 
debut in another Charlot revue with two 
of Charlot’s best known  stars—Jack

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Buchanan and Gertrude Lawrence. Their 
reception on Broadway has become a 
theatrical legend. The critics raved, the 
public stampeded, and all three stars (al- 
ready well established in England) sky- 
rocketed to the top in this country as well. 


One of her next stage successes was 
Charles Dillingham’s “Oh, Please” and 
later “This Year of Grace,” the first of a 
series of exceptionally popular revues by 
a young man whom she had tried unsuc- 
cessfully to interest Charlot in earlier in 
the game. His name was Noel Coward. 

Just before the outbreak of World War 
II Miss Lillie returned to London, and for 
five years entertained soldiers all over 
the battlefronts. Her only son was killed 
in action with the Royal Navy. 

On her next visit to America she was 
greeted with a full five-minute ovation 
on her entrance in Billy Rose’s “Seven 
Lively Arts” which also won her the Don- 
aldson Award for the best feminine per- 
formance in a musical for that year. 

Her most recent Broadway appearance 
was in the musical revue “Inside USA” 
in which she subsequently toured the 
country. Either undeterred by what she 
saw or, it is hoped, spurred on by the ac- 
claim which she encountered everywhere,

REGINALD GARDINER 


Reginald Gardiner recalls that when he 
first announced to his mother his inten- 
tion to become an actor she burst into 
tears and exclaimed, “Oh, my dear boy, 
if I had forseen this I would never have 
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given you such a good education.” Since 
that time, however, she has never had 
cause to regret either his decision or his 
education. Foregoing a career as an archi- 
tect young Gardiner enrolled in the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art where he dis- 
tinguished himself and immediately upon 
graduation won roles on the London stage. 
For the next several years he was cast in 
over 30 plays, performing an infinite var- 
iety of parts in Shakespeare, Ibsen, Shaw, 
O’Neill and Van Druten as well as in 
musical comedies and revues. Simultan- 
eously with his theatre appearances he 
acted in more than 20 British motion 
_ pictures and also developed his own thor- 
oughly original method of “imitating” in- 
animate objects (trains, lighthouses, and 
French wallpaper) with such astounding 
success that it was only a matter of time 
before he was asked to give a Command 
Performance before the Duke of York, 
later King George VI. Since that time 
Mr. Gardiner estimates that he has re- 
peated his inimitable imitations at least 
30,000 times, 


By this point he was firmly established 
with the British public, but it took Beat- 


rice Lillie to persuade him to come to .

America. It was while they were appear- 
ing together in a Charlot Revue called 
“Oh, Please” in London that Miss Lillie 
first suggested that he try the migration. 
Two years and another Charlot revue 
later she arranged for him to make his 
Broadway debut in the Shubert revue “At 
Home Abroad” in which she and Eleanor 
Powell also took part. 


That break led to another. Not very 
long afterward he was awarded a part in 
Miss Powell’s first film “Born to Dance.” 
He registered an instant success but in- 
terrupted his cinema career to return to 
Broadway for another revue with Miss 
Lillie, this one entitled “The Show Is On.” 


Since that time he has been seen in a 
succession of movies, notably ‘“Sweet- 
hearts,” “The Great Dictator,” “The Man 
Who Came to Dinner,” “Immortal Ser- 
geant,” “Claudia,” “Cluny Brown,” and 
“EKlopement.” Now credited with over 30 
American films, Mr. Gardiner is tempo- 
rarily forsaking Hollywood to return to 
the stage. His appearance once again with 
Beatrice Lillie is a welcome reunion not 
only for theatregoers but most certainly 
for himself.

as they are no longer as interested in 
obtaining tickets for an entire season as 
for each weekly attraction, depending on 
its star. In other words theatregoers have 
become extremely selective in their choice 
of entertainment. This is a new hazard to 
summer theatre managements. 


A certain amount of this uncertainty 
must be attributed to the economic situ- 
ation in the country today. But when you 
consider the consistently rising costs it 
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is a startling fact that the theatre ticket 
alone remains at the scale of years ago. 
Star salaries and high royalties are the 
greatest headaches for summer theatre 
impresarios. 


The play, nevertheless, must go on and 
has gone on thus, through the ages, a 
combination of genius, physical endow- 
ment and circumstance. Summer theatre 
is incontestably the best live repertory 
of the best American plays of recent vin- 
tage. Many a triumph of the thirties is 
now an annual fixture in the hinterlands 
and many a favorite performer of that 
decade returns to add a special glamour 
and nostalgia. For that reason summer 
show business—for richer or for poorer— 
beset by troubles of every kind—will al- 
ways be a tremendously vital part of the 
national scene. 





THE RAYMOND MOORE FOUNDATION, chartered by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts as a charitable corporation, was formed for the education and benefit of the 
public by the promotion and fostering of music, drama, horticulture and the fine arts. 
Under the will of the late Raymond Moore, who founded the Playhouse in 1927, it was 
provided that all his estate should be placed in trust for this particular purpose. The 
Raymond Moore Foundation owns the Cape Cinema, the Cape Playhouse Restaurant, the 
Cape Arts Center and Gardens, and a controlling interest in the Cape Playhouse. All 


of these properties adjoin each other. 


The income derived from such ownership is 
used for its maintenance and development. 
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
